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orth Geelong Warriors teenager Dan- 

iel Dragicevic hopes to arrange trials 

with Croatian giants Dinamo Zagreb 

or Hajduk Split as the next step in his 
aim of one day becoming a professional footballer. 
The 18-year-old forward only works _part- 
time (at Safeway’s) and has spurned the 
chance of full-time employment as he plans 
to head to Europe as soon as_ possible. 
“T can’t give you a name yet but I’ve been in con- 
tact with someone and I have to contact them again 
to see if trials can be organised,” said Dragicevic. 
And before any presumptuous readers conclude 
that Eddie Krncevic is the unnamed go-between, 
Krncevic has not arranged trials for the teenager. 
Former Socceroo and Dinamo Zagreb striker 
Krncevic has been helping out North Geelong 
this season as the club battled to avoid relega- 
tion, a fight it has recently lost, and now faces 
football in Second Division North-West in 2008. 
Krncevic is a FIFA-registered player agent 
and although he is perfectly situated to advise 
Dragicevic, the youngster is yet to approach 
him about the planned European sojourn. 
Nevertheless, Krncevic rates Dragicev- 
ic and would love to see the lad make it. 
“Daniel’s very quick with a 
good technique,” said Krncevic. 
“With time and more competitive foot- 
ball he will develop. I believe he 
can become a_ very’ good _ footballer. 
“He needs to go on a good weights pro- 
gram to build himself up and_ provided 
he is dedicated enough he can make it.” 
At the start of this season, Ian Williamson was se- 
nior coach of North Geelong and the former Moo- 
roolbark national league player says Dragicevic 
is highly thought of by the Elcho Park outfit. 
“The lad has a lot of potential and they’ve got a 
high opinion of him at North Geelong. He’s got 
speed and a good technique and has the ability to 
take on defenders and beatthem,” said Williamson. 
“The two areas he needs to work on are his strength 
andstaminabuttechnicallyhe’s gota fairbitto offer.” 
Dragicevic was born in Geelong but the fam- 
ily moved to Queensland and he started play- 
ing as a seven-year-old with Gold Coast. 
He was 13 when he returned to ‘Sleepy Hol- 
low’ and joined North Geelong straight away. 
Former Melbourne Croatia striker Robert Kra- 
jacic was coaching North Geelong in 2005 
and gave Dragicevic his senior debut dur- 
ing the local pre-season cup competition. 
“T came on as a sub against Geelong Rang- 
ers and did okay so Robbie gave me a start in 
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North Geelong’s Daniel Dragicevic 
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almost every game after that,” said Dragicevic. 
“Robbie was good at giving the young guys 
a go and I have a lot of respect for him.” 
Dragicevic enjoyed his preparation for the 2007 
season under Williamson, describing it as “fast and 
intense and very tough”, but after one game in this 
year’s pre-season Century 21 Community Shield 
he transferred to Essendon Royals in Premier 
League ina bid to make his mark at the higher level. 
“T was only at Essendon for about six weeks. I 
was playing in their under-21s in the reserves 
league and I got injured in my first game. I 


Dinamo, Split for teenage Warrior? 
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missed a few games after that and thought that 
I'd be better off going back to North Geelong.” 
And the youngster found a change in at- 
titude when he returned to his old club. 
“T think people had a bit more respect for 
me when I came back. I think leaving the 
club made people realise that I was pre- 
pared to try and go higher and they respected 
the fact that ’'d come back to play for them. 
“There was a definite change 
in the way I was treated.” 
While the Warriors have tried and_ failed 


to. preserve their Division One _ sta- 
tus it has not been all bad for Dragicevic. 
“On a personal level I think my second half of 
the season has been a lot better than the first half. 
“T’ve played as a winger or up front and I 
prefer playing up front. Although I haven’t 
scored this year I’ve set up a fair few chances. 
Williamson was replaced by John Hrkac (with 
Ante Sarcevic assisting) in the first half of the 
season and Dragicevic thinks that the main 
difference between the two senior coaches 
lies in Hrkac’s knowledge of the players. 
“John’s been around the club for a lot longer 
and probably knows the players that bit better. 
“ve definitely improved this year 
and my _ confidence is better now.” 
Dragicevic is full of praise for hardman de- 
fender Anthony Tabak whom he rates 
as North Geelong’s player of the year. 
“He may not be the most skilful player in 
our team but he’s had a great year and op- 
position strikers have found it very dif- 
ficult to score when he’s marking them.” 
Dragicevic is just as forthright with his views 
of opposition clubs. He thinks that Frankston 
Pines and Coburg United will win promotion 
to Premier League this year but tips Coburg to 
make a better fist of competing at that level. 
“T think Coburg is the best team in the league even 
thoughPinesmayendupwinningthechampionship. 
“And I think that Frankston will struggle in 
Premier League. Coburg might do well at 
that level because they seem well organised.” 
Dragicevic is a free agent at season’s end and hav- 
ing already declared his intention to head over- 
seas at the first opportunity it’s unlikely that he’ ll 
be playing for North Geelong in Second Division. 
“T hope that the more experienced players like 
Adrian Cervinski, Ante Deak and Mijo Trupkoy- 
ic, who has been injured, will keep playing and 
I expect John Hrkac to stay on as senior coach. 
“The committee seems organised which 
is important but I think the club will 
have to bring some new players in and if 
they do that they will do well next year. 
“The club’s been good to me and done 
the right thing by me so I hope they can 
get back into First Division at least.” 
Dragicevic’s eyes also are fixed upon First Divi- 
sion, but the league he looks upon longingly is in 
a land thousands of miles away in Central Europe.

A-League debutants Wellington Phoenix 
have proved they will be a force to be 
reckoned with this season, coming from 
behind to snatch a dramatic 2-2 draw with 
reigning champions Melbourne Victory at 
Westpac Stadium. 

Trailing 2-0 with 11 
minutes remaining following strikes by 
Kevin Muscat and Danny Allsopp, Brazilian 
star Daniel clawed his side back into the 
match before Shane Smeltz completed the 
comeback, salvaging a character defining 
result as he headed past a flat-footed Michael 
Theoklitos. 

But if not for the width of the 
upright and the profligacy of their forwards, 
Wellington could have stolen all three points 
in front of a New Zealand record crowd of 
14,421 with Royce Brownlie hitting the post 
and Smeltz heading high from point blank 
range in the dying minutes of the match. 

However, during the first half, it 
was the Victory who dominated as midfield 
enforcer Kevin Muscat and Grant Brebner 
imposed their authority on the match, 
laying a number of crunching tackles while 
distributing the ball with style and finesse. 

The attacking triumvirate of Archie 
Thompson, Carlos Hernandez and Allsopp 
continued to show signs of their potential 
as a unit, impressing as they linked stylishly 
and tormented the Wellington rearguard. 
And on 15 minutes, a neat one-two between 
Hernandez and Thompson conjured an 
opening for Allsopp who blasted high after 
the Costa Rican international played the ball 
into his path. 

Three minutes later however, 
Melbourne took the lead when Muscat 
converted a spot kick after when Cleberson 
handled an Allsopp cross. 

While Hernandez had been the subject of 
much pre-match speculation due to his lack 
of conditioning, he put pay to the claims

of doomsayers and displayed all his class 
and composure in playing a wonderfully 
weighted through ball for Allsopp, only for 
the A-League Golden Boot to pull his shot 
wide. 

After only 30 minutes, the Victory 
was forced to reshuffle its defence when 
Ljubo Milicevic limped off with a knee 
injury, prematurely ending his return to 
Australian domestic football. 

Wellington capitalised on _ the 
situation and placed the Melbourne goal 
under siege as Daniel came to the fore, 
troubling the away side with his speed and 
sleight of foot. 

The Phoenix were presented with a 
golden chance to restore parity when Allsopp 
intentionally handled the ball in the box, 
leaving referee Mark Shield with no option 
but to award a penalty. 

However, Daniel squandered 

the chance, slamming his penalty into the 
underside of the crossbar. 
And the side continued its offensive after the 
break, with captain Ross Aloisi unleashing a 
rasping pile driver that flashed wide of the 
goal. 

But against the run of play, 
Melbourne doubled their lead in the 60th 
minute after former Chelsea player Joe 
Keenan fashioned a chance out of nothing 
for Allsopp, who atoned for his string of 
earlier misses. 

Collecting the ball just over the half 
way mark, Keenan embarked on a majestic 
run, skipping past the challenge of a number 
of Phoenix players before playing a deft one- 
two with Thompson and slotting the ball into 
the path of Allsopp, who clinically applied 
the finish. 

With their chances of securing a 
dream opening round result slipping by the 
minute, coach Ricki Herbert introduced 
forward Felipe into the attack in what proved 
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Wellington overturn two goal deficit 


to be an inspired decision. 

The Brazilian’s injection added 
much needed energy and enthusiasm, playing 
with a verve and swagger which has rarely 
been seen across the Tasman. 

But it was Daniel who reduced the 
deficit, scoring Wellington’s first A-League 
goal as he nodded home at the back post 
following a corner. 

Inspired a raucous home crowd, the 
Kiwi’s pushed numbers forward in an attempt 
to secure a result and were duly rewarded as 
Smeltz’s deflected header looped agonisingly 
over the head of Theoklitos following a 
deep cross from Tony Lochhead, to secure a 
remarkable result.

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As we enter the last week of August, the 
summer transfer window will start to 
close. Expect furious activity from agents 
and manager alike, as clubs attempt to 
sign and off load players before midnight 
on Friday. 


In Scotland much attention will remain 
focused on young Kilmarnock striker Steven 
Naismith, the subject of last week’s column. 
While neither Celtic or Rangers have made 
any further bids of late, its widely expected 
that someone will make a final attempt to 
snatch him from Rugby Park before the 
week is out. 


Hibs captain Rob Jones is another player 
regularly linked with a move. 

Having been signed from Grimsby Town 
last summer, the defender has since become 
a favourite amongst the Easter Road faithful. 
However current attempts at negotiating a 
pay rise have stalled, leading to transfer 
speculation. A proposed move to Leeds 
United failed to materialise, supposedly 
upsetting Jones. He has since denied 
threatening to leave and pledged his 
commitment to Hibs. But there are still 
plenty of rival clubs sniffing round, and 
nearly every player 100% loyal right up until 
they are offered more money. 


If either Naismith or Jones need a reason 
to stay put, they can look at Derek 
Riordan, another subject of intense transfer

speculation. The former Hibs striker scored 
over 60 goals in three seasons, before signing 
for Celtic last summer. Last season he made 
only 10 appearances for the Hoops, and his 
promising career has since stalled. 

Naturally he is keen to move on. Leicester, 
West Bromwich, Norwich and Sheffield 
Wednesday, have all expressed interest, and

it’s widely expected he’ll leave in the next 
few days. 


Rangers manager Walter Smith has already 
stated he wants to sign a couple more players 
before the window closes, but he also believes 
the current squad is too big, so obviously 
some players will have to go between now 


and Friday night. Brahi Hemdani is attracting 
interest from Spanish side Osasuna, and 
may well be allowed to leave as first team 
opportunities for the Frenchman seem to be 
drying up at Ibrox. 

Ugo Ehiogu is also expected to be frozen 
out of the first team this season, and is 
increasingly linked to other clubs, most 
notably West Bromwich. 

Meanwhile Smith has made no secret 
of his desire to sign Portsmouth’s Dejan 
Stefanovic, and is expected to make a bid 
soon. 


On the other side of Glasgow, Celtic will 
desperately try to offload Thomas Gravesen. 
With £40,000 a week, the former Dane 
international is one of the highest paid 
players on Celtic’s books, yet is currently 
playing for the reserves. Anumber of English 
Championship clubs have expressed interest, 
but to date none seem willing to match 
Celtic’s generous terms. Fulham are the latest 
club to make enquires, but in the meantime, 
Gravesen seems content to languish in the 
reserves and build his retirement fund. Jiri 
Jarosik is another highly paid singing from 
last year who may also struggle for first team 
football, and is increasingly linked with 
other clubs, including Spartak Moscow and 
Tottenham. 

A player Celtic would be less happy to lose 
is goalkeeper Artur Boruc. The ‘Holy Goaly’ 
is attracting a lot of interest from England, 
including Arsenal and Aston Villa, and 
is even on record as saying he is ready to 
move on from the SPL and play in a bigger 
league. 


Former Scotland international goalkeeper 
Rab Douglas looks likely to make a move 
back to Scottish football. The former Celtic 
keeper has been released by Leicester City, 
and is currently on trial at Motherwell. He 
has until the end of the week to impress. 


Hearts have already rejected a £1.3 million 
bid from Celta Vigo for Portuguese youngster 
Jose Goncalves. He has also been linked with 
Everton, Newcastle and Rangers. If either 
can trump up their offer to meet the Jambos 
valuation, he could be leaving this week.

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Sydney FC’s season got off to a disappointing 
start with a 1-0 loss to the Mariners at the SFS 
on last Friday night. 

Saso Petrovski’s 7th minute goal, the 
result of a careless short goal-kick, was enough 
for the Mariners to pick up three points, despite a 
determined fightback from the home team in the 
second half. 

The match had yet to settle into a 
rhythm when Clint Bolton’s insouciant prod was 
intercepted by an alert Andre Gumprecht, who 
laid the ball off to Petrovski in the middle. With 
Iain Fyfe and Tony Popovic standing off him, 
the former Sydney FC man drilled a precise left- 
footed shot into the far corner. 

The Mariners maintained the initiative 
for much of the first half, with Gumprecht at 
the heart of things. Although Mark Milligan 
had a half-chance on 11 minutes, and appeared 
to be body-checked by Dean Heffernan at the 
subsequent corner, Lawrie McKinna’s team had 
the better chances thereafter. Petrovski went 
close again from a glancing header after good 
work on the right by Matthew Osman, and shortly

afterwards Nik Mrdja slammed a left-footed 
cross-shot against the far post. 

Sydney FC’s marquee man, Juninho, 
showed glimpses of inspiration, but the Mariners’ 
Mile Jedinak marked him tightly (even a little 
roughly at times) throughout the first half, 

The match became spiteful towards the 
close of the first half, with a number of players 
receiving yellow cards from the uncertain referee, 
Peter Green. Among these was Heffernan, who 
scythed down Milligan with a nasty two-footed 
tackle in the centre circle. 

In the final minute of the half, Juninho 
finally bored his way through the Central Coast 
defence, but over-elaborated at the final moment, 
cutting the ball back to Steve Corica, whose 
eventual shot was snapped up easily by Danny 
Vukovic. 

At the break, Branko Culina replaced 
young Adam Biddle, who had found the going 
difficult against the tough Mariners backline, with 
Ruben Zadkovich. There was a tactical shift for 
Sydney FC as well; Mark Milligan dropped into 
a sweeper role, thereby allowing Terry McFlynn, 


who had looked uncomfortable at right-back, to 
slot into the midfield. 

The changes worked, and Sydney 
dominated the second half. The Central Coast 
players, by contrast, appeared to tire noticeably, 
and gave the ball away with regularity in the 
second period. 

A shot from Juninho was blocked by 
the industrious Jedinak on 47 minutes. Although 
Sydney dictated play for the opening twenty 
minutes of the half, they still failed to create 
many clear chances. 

The arrival of Greg Owens in place 
of a tiring Gumprecht heralded a brief Mariners 
revival; Mrdja forced a fine save from Bolton on 
64 minutes, after an error by Iain Fyfe. 

There were further changes from both 
sides. Tom Pondeljak replaced Adam Kwasnik, 
who had looked lost in the second half, and 
Robbie Middleby took over the Sydney FC left 
wing-back role from a struggling Fyfe. 

Vukovic was having a mediocre night 
in the Mariners goal, regularly spraying goal- 
kicks over the touchline, and a bizarre excursion

from goal on 75 minutes saw the ball break to 
Juninho in a promising position. The Brazilian 
whipped his shot just over the bar. 

Sydney FC were to have two final 
chances; first Alex Brosque, always busy, 
received the ball in an acre of space in the centre, 
but he sliced his shot wide. Then, four minutes 
from the end, it was Brosque again, wriggling 
in from the right and sending a neat cross across 
the goalmouth to Mark Rudan, whose shot was 
cleared off the line by Nigel Boogaard, after a 
touch from Vukovic. 

First blood to the Mariners, then, but 
neither manager will have been entirely happy 
with their team’s performance.

Perth Glory were unable to breakdown a 
lacklustre Newcastle Jets outfit in the opening 
round of the Hyundai A-League, with their 
match at Members Equity Stadium finishing 
in a 0-0 draw. 

Adam Griffiths gifted Glory with an early chance 
when his pass was intercepted by Billy Celeski, 
who played in Nikita Rukavytsya but the strikers 
shot was brilliantly saved by former Socceroos 
goalkeeper Ante Covic. 

The home side were forced to make adjustments 
when they lost influential defender David Tarka 
to a hamstring injury in the 15th minute, but that 
didn’t effect their good start as they came close 
again seven minutes later. Naum Sekulovski’s 
cross found Croatian striker Mate Dragicevic who 
shot with the outside of his boot from six yards 
but Covic once again did brilliantly to save. 
Debutant Dragicevic had another great opportunity 
in the 24th minute when Jamie Coyne’s cross 
found him open on eight yards, but his header 
went well wide. 

Newcastle appeared to lack rhythm early but 
Tarek Elrich wasn’t far away from giving them 
the lead in the 34th minute. The youngster made 
a darting run in from the left wing and cut back 
onto his right foot, but his shot was easily saved 
by Tommi Tommich. 

Sekulovski came close for the home side just 
minutes before half-time but his fierce shot from 
just outside the box went wide. 

Newcastle hit back one minute later as Joel 
Griffiths squared to an open Denni who horribly 
missed a practically open goal from fifteen 
yards.

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THE LONG AND WINDING ROAD 
Chequered past won t plague A—League 


he road that leads to the 
now mediaworshipped and 
burgeoning A-League is 
littered with the carcasses 
of various competition formats, a 
variety of sponsors, defunct clubs, 
crowd violence, sacked coaches, 
ethnic clashes, federal government 
inquiries and a plethora of negative 
publicity — all this for the first club- 
based national league of any sport in 
Australia. 
I well remember an experience I had in 
my first week at The Age sports desk 
as a subeditor many years ago. As the 
“wog-ball’ sub a telex was thrust in 
front of me about the possibility of 
every national soccer league player 
being banned by FIFA. 
I alerted the then chief subeditor who 
glanced at the telex then tossed it back 
and said “give me six pars”. 
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Bugsy Nyskohus with the cup after Adelaide City won the 
Grand Final, NSL 1986, Southern Division. They went on to 


Schwab also knew that this was the 
only way these results would end up in 
The Age. 

However, in fairness to our detractors, 
there have been times when we have 
been our own worst enemy. Look at 
how the structure of the national league 
was so chopped and changed that we 
became the laughing stock of sports 
administrators throughout the land. 
From its inception in 1977 until 1983 
the competition structure was simply a 
matter of first past the post. However, 
a post-season finals series was played 
during this era but was considered 
more of an exhibition series rather 
than a legitimate game to decide the 
national champion. 

How strange it must have seemed to 
many Australians to witness a national 
league finals series being conducted in 
1978, 1979 (two-legged Grand Final), 


beat Sydney Olympic to win the National championship. 


Thesitated for a moment, more in shock 
than respect, then told him that maybe 
this was a really significant story. 

He turned to me with a fierce stare and 
spat out these words: “Listen son, the 
VFL pays your wages and don’t you 
ever forget it.” 

And it’s been in that environment that 
all of us have had to operate, linked 
with a love of a foreign sport viewed 
by fair dinkum rednecks and many 
mainstream sports journalists (there 
was a time when I could barely discern 
a difference) as an unwelcome and 
threatening intruder. 

The late Age reporter and former editor 
of the long defunct Soccer Action, 
Laurie Schwab, would go into The 
Age offices on Sundays to type out all 
the lower league Victorian results and 
tables, a tedious process but one that 
Schwab stuck to religiously to fill the 
void then existing in the Australian 
Associated Press coverage. 
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1980 and 1982 with the winner of the 
Grand Final not acknowledged as the 
champion team. 

Stranger still was the spectacle of 11 
coaching changes made between the 
end of the 1983 season and the start of 
the following season! 

From 1984 until 1986, the league 
introduced more teams split into two 
conferences with 12 teams in each. The 
top five in each division would qualify 
for the play-offs, with the winner of 
each of the divisional play-offs playing 
off in a two-legged Grand Final. 

For the 1987 season the league dumped 
11 teams, scrapped the split divisions, 
and the championship system reverted 
to first past the post. 

In 1988 the league re-introduced a 
finals system, with the top five sides 
qualifying for the play-offs. 

In season 1992-93, the league 
increased the finalists to six. This 
system was used for the rest of the 


league’s duration, except for season 
2002-03 when the top six sides played 
a further series of home-and-away 
games against each other, with the top 
two playing off in the Grand Final. 
The NSL also used a variety of point 
systems throughout its history. From 
1977 until season 1991-92, teams 
were awarded two points for a win, one 
point for a draw, and none for a loss. 
The exceptions to this were 1979, 
when wins by four goals or more were 
awarded a bonus point, and 1983, when 
three points were awarded for a win. 
From season 1992-93 onwards three 
points were awarded for a win, except 
for season 1994—95. In that season, four 
points were awarded for a win, with 
games ending in draws being decided 
by penalty shootouts. The winner of 
the shootout received two points, the 
loser one. 

Little wonder in an environment of 
such flux that crowds dwindled and 
clubs found it difficult to make ends 
meet. And pity the poor marketing 
company with the brief of promoting 
this mishmash. 

It therefore should not have come 
as a bombshell when West Nally Ltd 
withdrew as the league sponsor in 1984 
but thankfully the gaping budgetary 
hole was in part filled in 1985 
with a $200,000 Olympic Airways 
sponsorship. 

The NSL was variously overseen by the 
Australian Soccer Federation, Soccer 
Australia and later the Australian 
Soccer Association. The NSL spanned 
28 seasons until its demise in 2004 and 
was known by various names including 
the Philips Soccer League, the Coca- 
Cola Soccer League, Ericsson Cup and 
even flirted during the mid-1990s with 
the A-League moniker. 

In 2005, it was succeeded by the A— 
League competition, run by Football 
Federation Australia, the successor to 
the Australian Soccer Association. 

So, as we ready ourselves for a third 
season of what so far has been a new 
national competition successful beyond 
our dreams, let’s uncover some of the 
remains of our sometimes inglorious 
past in order to better appreciate the 
present-day phenomenon. 


THE DARK AGES 

Competition between club _ sides 
from different states existed prior to 
the formation of the NSL. Ampol 
sponsored cup competitions in various 
states, starting with South Australia in 
1953 when Budapest claimed the cup. 
Later a national Ampol Cup 
was conducted which continued 
throughout the 1960s and in Victoria 
the pre-season Ampol Cup, usually 
played as double headers under lights 
at Olympic Park, brings back great 
memories to those who followed it 
throughout its 29 years. 

The first Victorian Ampol Cup 
winner was JUST in 1955 and the 
last was Green Gully in 1983. 

An Australia Cup competition took 
place between 1962 and 1968 but 
its cherished ambition of becoming 
an English FA Cup-style knockout 
competition was never realised. 

In the 1970s the top sides from 
Melbourne and Sydney played 
off in an end-of-season series, but 
the tournament didn’t capture the 
legitimacy and popularity that was 
hoped for. 

(Mind you, the 1976 two-legged final 
between South Melbourne Hellas 
and St George attracted a good 
crowd to the second leg under lights 
at Melbourne’s Olympic Park. That 


was the first and only time I joined in 
a pitch invasion. It was to celebrate a 
Duncan Cummings’ goal for Hellas.) 
Plans for a national home-and-away 
league can be traced back to at least the 
mid-1960s and there were variations 
on the theme throughout the late ’60s 
and early 1970s. 

However, many clubs were against the 
idea, viewing it as uneconomical, while 
state federations zealously guarded 
their power bases. 

This was supposed to change with 
Australia’s qualification for the 1974 
World Cup in West Germany and 
expectations then were high that 
the sport would now embed itself in 
the Australian sporting psyche and 
flourish. 


However, the transition from state- 
based leagues to a national competition 
was far from smooth. The then Victorian 
Soccer Federation was reluctant for its 
big clubs to be involved and it appeared 
that the dream shared by Alex Pongrass 
of St George and Frank Lowy of 


Victoria and New South Wales) and 
split the league into two conferences 
for the 1984 season, with the winner of 
each division to play off in an end-of- 
season two-legged final. 

The Australian Conference comprised 
12 teams from New South Wales and 
the ACT, and the National Conference 
comprised 12 teams from Victoria, 
South Australia and Queensland. 

For 1985 and 1986 the conference 
names switched to Northern and 
Southern with the anomaly of Brisbane 
Lions and Brisbane City playing in the 
Southern Conference. 

This period saw South Melbourne 
Hellas become the first Victorian team 
to win the championship, followed 
by Brunswick Juventus, and Adelaide 
City, all Southern Conference sides. 
At the conclusion of the 1986 season 
this system was scrapped and many 
teams were cut adrift and went back 
to their respective State Leagues. That 
left just one side from outside Sydney 
and Melbourne, reigning champion 
Adelaide City.

Hakoah Sydney for a nationwide club 
competition would not evolve. 

But the impasse was broken by the 
bravery of little-known Mooroolbark 
from Melbourne’s eastern suburbs 
who risked expulsion from the VSF 
by joining the fledgling national 
competition. 

The Barkers’ decision prompted mighty 
South Melbourne Hellas, Heidelberg 
Alexander and Footscray JUST to 
follow suit and a national competition 
kicked off in 1977. 


THE SYDNEY PHENOMENON 
Sydney clubs dominated the first 
seven seasons of the league with the 
mighty Sydney City winning four 
titles. South Australian representative 
West Adelaide Hellas broke the 
Sydney dominance when it won the 
championship in 1978. 

As a knee-jerk reaction to falling 
crowds the league administration 
introduced more teams (mainly from

But the revamped league suffered a 
body blow after just one round of the 
1987 season with the withdrawal of the 
most successful club in national league 
history, Sydney City. It was mooted 
that this was a political payback and 
some Hakoah members were livid with 
the way the voting was conducted that 
fateful Monday night. 

Apart from returning to a single 
division, the league also dispensed 
with finals for the 1987 season, 
reverting back to first past the post. 
Many considered this an ill-considered 
move, as it robbed the league of its 
most high profile games. 

Finals were re-introduced from 1988, 
and were to remain until the league’s 
demise. The 1989 season would be the 
last to be played in winter. This period 
saw a re-emergence of the dominance 
of NSW teams. 
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SUMMER COMP AND FORCED 
ASSIMILATION 

There had been much talk throughout 
the 1980s about switching to a summer 
season but it took until 1989 for this 
to happen. 

The rationale for the change was 
simple. The league would avoid being 
marginalised in the media during the 
peak of the VFL and Rugby League 
seasons, as well as providing better 
playing surfaces and spectator comfort 
as a result of more favourable weather. 
The impetus given to the league from 
the switch was not enough for some 
clubs to remain, with many clubs being 
relegated or demoted back to their 
State Leagues. The casualties included 
Brunswick Juventus, St George and 
APIA Leichhardt, as well as Heidelberg 
and Preston. 

This coincided with a renewed push 
by soccer authorities to force clubs 
to market themselves to mainstream 
Australia, as opposed to their own 
mostly migrant fan bases. 

What some in the soccer media viewed 
as forced assimilation (with a strong 
inference of racism) involved name and 
logo changes and the banning of ethnic 
flags, changes begrudgingly agreed 
to by the clubs whose national league 
survival depended on compliance. 

It was a different matter on the terraces 
though as many fans continued to 
celebrate their club’s ethnic origins by 
chanting the old club names and the 
spectre of ethnic-based crowd clashes 
continued to plague the competition. 
Marconi, South Melbourne, Adelaide 
City and Melbourne Knights were 
the dominant sides of this era, with 
numerous titles and grand final 
appearances between them. 

From 1996 onwards the league 
attempted to revitalise the competition 
and tried to capture mainstream 
support by introducing Perth Glory 
from Western Australia and other new 
entities in the hope of developing fully 
professional outfits. Among the new 
clubs at this time were Collingwood 
Warriors, Carlton, Northern Spirit and 
Parramatta Power. 

Collingwood Warriors barely managed 
to last a season, while Carlton reached 
the grand final in its debut year, but 
was unable to attract a substantial fan 
base. 

Northern Spirit enjoyed record crowds 
in its infancy, and a fine debut season 
reaching the finals, but gradually crowds

declined, and financial difficulties 
along with a controversial takeover by 
Scottish giant Rangers sounded alarm 
bells which finally turned into a death 
knell with the eventual demise of the 
national competition. 

Parramatta failed to gather much 
support, placed as it was in the midst of 
the already crowded western Sydney 
soccer market, and it too would not last 
beyond the end of the NSL. 

It was left to Perth Glory to become the 
most successful of the new entrants. 
Great crowds and good performances 
throughout the NSL’s last decade 
contributed to make the Glory the 
benchmark and role model for all future 
entrants to the Australian top flight. 

A record grand final crowd of 40,000 
saw Brisbane Strikers become the first 
Queensland side to win the title in 
season 1996-97, but this never proved 
to be a springboard for significantly 
larger home attendances. 

South Melbourne won back-to-back 
titles in the late 1990s, and by also 
winning the 1999 Oceania Club 
Championship, earned the right to 
play in the 2000 FIFA Club World 
Championship in Brazil, where it put 
in some respectable performances and 
returned with an impressive amount of 
prize money. 

Wollongong Wolves became the only 
side from regional Australia to win 
the league, with back-to-back titles in 
1999-2000 and 2000-01. However, 
national league clubs suffered a major 
blow with the cancellation of the 2001 
FIFA Club World Championship which 
closed an avenue to massive revenue. 
The exodus of Australian players to 
overseas clubs gained impetus as 
transfer fees were seen as a vital income 
source. This talent drain impacted on 
the league as did a television deal that 
saw a highlights program buried in 
the insomniacs’ timeslot which had a 
negative effect on sponsorship. 
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Sydney Olympic re-emerged as a 
genuine leading club for the first time 
in a decade, winning its second title in 
the 2001-02 season while Perth Glory 
went on to win the last two titles of the 
NSL, after previously having lost two 
grand finals. 

The birth of Adelaide United, as 
a quickly formed replacement for 
Adelaide City who withdrew just 
before the start of the final NSL season 
in 2003-04, was perhaps the sole 
highlight of this era, as it put in good 
performances, but most importantly, 
registered crowds which had not been 
seen in Adelaide since the heydays 
of Adelaide City Juventus and West 
Adelaide Hellas. 
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A-LEAGUE 


THE NEW A-LEAGUE 

In October 2003, chairman of the then 
Australian Soccer Association, Frank 
Lowy, announced the formation of a 
task force to look into the formation of 
a new national competition. 

Using the federal government’s 
Crawford Report into the sport as its 
base, Lowy’s task force was headed by 
former Sydney City chairman Andrew 
Kemeny and considered a wide range 
of issues. 

And after months of planning (and the 
establishment of Football Federation 
Australia), the framework for the 
new national competition was finally 
revealed by Lowy and the then newly 
appointed FFA CEO John O’Neill who 
also called for expressions of interest. 
Eight teams would be part of this new 
national competition, with one team 
from the cities of Sydney, Melbourne, 
Brisbane, Adelaide, Perth, Newcastle, 
plus a New Zealand team and one from 
the remaining expressions of interest. 
On 26 August 2005 the first match 
of the inaugural Hyundai A-League 
season took place in Newcastle, a 
fitting location given that the home 
team, Newcastle United Jets, was one 
of five NSL clubs participating in this 
new competition. The other four were 
Perth Glory, Adelaide United, New 
Zealand Knights (who had played in 
the NSL primarily under the name 
Football Kingz), and Queensland Roar 
who had participated in the NSL under 
the name Brisbane Lions. 

The other three league franchises were 
Central Coast Mariners, Melbourne 
Victory, and Sydney FC. 

With Fox Sports having signed on as 
the official broadcaster, the Hyundai 
A-League had already achieved many 
objectives its predecessor had failed to 
reach in its dying years. 

A host of big names were linked with 
the new competition and with a number 
of high profile Socceroos returning 
from overseas and some 18 overseas 
imports also calling Australia and New 
Zealand home, the credibility of the

competition was ensured. 

Topping the list of high profile recruits 
was former Manchester United striker 
Dwight Yorke and his presence always 
ensured the Hyundai A-League was in 
the spotlight. On the coaching front, 
former German World Cup star Pierre 
Littbarski was hired as Sydney FC 
coach and former England international 
Steve McMahon was appointed at 
Perth Glory. 

Australian players who had enjoyed 
overseas success but returned to give the 
new league the thumbs up were former 
and current Australian international 
players including Ned Zelic, Kevin 
Muscat, Archie Thompson, David 
Zdrilic, Steve Corica, Alex Brosque 
and Richard Johnson. 

The inaugural season proved an 
outstanding success, capped off by a 
capacity crowd on hand to witness the 
Grand Final in Sydney, won by Sydney 
FC 1-0 over a gallant Central Coast 
Mariners. 

Crowds exceeded expectations with 
over one million fans going through 
the turnstiles during the season at an 
average of 11,627 per game. 

Such was the success of the inaugural 
season, broadcast partner Fox Sports 
was quick to negotiate a new revised 
seven-year deal, which went a long 
way to providing financial stability for 
the competition, especially the clubs. 
The success of the Socceroos at the 
2006 World Cup finals in Germany 
added to the impetus. 

A stellar second A-League season in 


2006-07, capped off by Melbourne 
Victory’s remarkable crowd 
attendances and staggering 6-0 grand 
final win over Adelaide United, left 
AFL xenophobes gobsmacked and 
the print and electronic media finally 
giving the sport the recognition it had 
long sought. 

There’s still a way to go though, but the 
return from overseas of professionals 
such as Craig Moore, Danny Tiatto and 
Ljubo Milicevic for the coming season 
is a tremendous vote of confidence 
in the A-League. As is the signing of 
Brazilian star Juninho by Sydney FC. 
It’s been a gut-wrenching road for those 
that have trudged along it these past 30 
years but, to paraphrase that traditional 
Irish blessing, the true believers now 
have the road rising up to meet them 
with the wind regularly at their backs. 
Don’t be too harsh on those of us 
who periodically glance over our 
shoulders.

READY TO RIGHT THE WRONGS 


delaide United’s start to the 2007-08 

Hyundai A-League Season has been 

at the opposite end of the scale from 

where they ended their last season’s 
campaign in the Grand Final in disastrous 
fashion almost 10 months ago and one that put 
them into the record books for all the wrong 
reasons. 

While Melbourne Victory will go 
down in history with the biggest winning margin 
in a Grand Final match and the most number 
of goals scored by a single player in a final by 
Archie Thompson knotching up 5 big ones, you 
could say that Adelaide took to the road of self 
destruction, humiliation and utter embarrassment. 
In what can only be described as one of the 
worst displays of bad sportsmanship many have 
seen, South Australians that day were disgusted 
and immensely disappointed with the whole 
fiasco. None more so than owner, Nick Bianco, 
who vowed on camera to all South Australians 
that he would right this wrong. And so he did - 
accountability was paramount, heads rolled and 
all negative energy was substituted for positive 
movement forward. 

And so the Extreme Makeover of 
Adelaide United Football Club began. First 
casualties were big ones; Coach John Kosmina 
and Captain Ross Aloisi —now we knew the club 
meant business! Marquis player Shengquing 
Qu and Fernando Rech waved goodbye of their 
own accord as did Greg Owens. Matthew Kemp 
received an offer and signed with Melbourne 
Victory while defensive trio Goulding, Rees and 
Van Dommelle were let go. Retaining 13 of their 
2006 squad: Alagich, Bajic, Beltrame, Burns, 
Cornthwaite, Costanzo, Diego, Dyite, Giraldi, 
Pantelis, Petta and Spagnuolo but having lost 
so much of their experience, the Club needed to 
recruit heavily. New signings include home-town 
boy Paul Agostino from 1860 Munich, dual footed 
midfielder from Melbourne Victory Kristian 
Sarkies, 2006 Young Socceroo Captain Shaun 
Ontong, Ivory Coast and former NZ Knights 
player Jonas Salley from VPL club Sunshine, 
Isyan Erdogan another VPL player from Preston 
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Paul Agostino, 1860 Munich (Germany)

(Serbia First Grade) and attacking midfielder AIS 
scholarship player and hometown lad 18 year old 
Matthew Mullen. Of course no A-League team can 
be without a Brazilian as it seems, and Adelaide’s 
is Jose de Abreu Oliveira, known as ‘Cassio’ a 
brilliant defender from Santa Cruz in Brazil. This 
new signing has been by far the stand out player in 
the pre-season and one that is hard to keep wraps 
on. A left wingback/defender, he’s got the sort 
of stuff coaches wish and dream for. Primarily 
taking on the role of a very solid and powerful 
defender, Cassio also provides that renowned 
Brazilian attacking flair, running down the left 
flank, creating spaces and plenty of options for his 
team mates. He’s great with set pieces as well and 
with pin point accurate passing it seems he has 
it all - he defends, attacks, creates and scores to 
boot. Definitely the one to watch. 

The club’s administration team got 
a workover too. CEO Michael Petrillo moved 
across as Director of Football while AUFC’s 
inaugural CEO Sam Ciccarello takes a second 
crack at the CEO job. Ang Costanzo was given the 
nod as Captain for the Asian Champions League 
and Aurelio Vidmar was finally appointed to the 
position of Head Coach. Championship making 
Phil Stubbins moved house coming over from 
Richmond FC in the Victorian League to step 
into the role of Assistant Coach to Viddie. Former 
Fitzroy AFL Coach Michael Nunan joins the club 
for a period of time to improve the area of players’ 
physical conditioning and performance. Add 
to that the name of Harry Stoubos another AFL 
persona involved in marketing and that concludes 
the total overhaul, the total makeover. Looks good 
— the proof will be on the performance. 

Lets also not forget that over the 10 
months since that ill-fated Grand Final, Adelaide 
and Sydney FC have basically gone straight 
through without a rest or off-season, as they leapt 
into the unknown that was the Asian Champions 
League. No real surprises on their form and the 
way both clubs competed — the Asian Football 
Confederation is no easy street as we have seen 
with the Socceroos recent Asian Cup performance. 
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Nonetheless, a new road travelled, many lessons 
learnt and valuable experience gained for 
Adelaide’s return to the competition next year this 
time with Melbourne Victory. Towards the end of 
last season we also had the ‘ROMARIO’ period. 
The visit down under of this football legend stirred 
up a media frenzy and generated interest with the 
general public as well as football fans who came 
out to have a look at the man for themselves. 
Off field, a marketing tool that may have created 
benefits and opened network doors, but on the 
field, may have cost Adelaide a premiership and 
championship. Whatever it was, it was a time in 
South Australian football that many will remember 
for a long, long time. 

During this time we also saw young 
guns and team mates Nathan Burns, Bruce Djite 
and Kristian Sarkies whip up a storm with the 
Olyroos qualifying campaign, giving them much 
game time together and adding to the potency of 
Adelaide’s firepower. The last game of the ACL 
held at Hindmarsh saw another of the Adelaide 
United FC originals finish, the veteran Carl Veart 
the famous #8 said his last farewell to the Adelaide 
fans — a local legend of the game, the player to 
score Adelaide’s first ever goal in October 2003 
in the last year of the NSL and the first player to 
score in the Hyundai A-League. He played 74 
games and scored 24 goals for the club, one that 
will be undoubtedly missed but will remain with 
the club in a specialist coaching capacity. 

If there was a weakness in the side to 
mention, in my opinion that would be their defence 
on the right side which may need some work with 
young Robbie Cornthwaite and the older Richie 
Alagich, but apart from that, they are strong right 
across the park. Strong defender Michael Valkanis 
leads them as Captain and Travis Dodd as Vice 
Captain and with depth in their bench and as long 
as they are not hampered by injuries they will 
definitely be a force to be reckoned with. The way 
the club has been able to mix and match the old 
with the new has been magic, something that we 
hope to see a lot of this year. 

Summing up Adelaide’s prospects for 
this HAL season, I would say that if Agostino, 


Cassio and Sarkies remain relatively injury free, 
Adelaide have a great chance of performing very 
well and possibly looking at a Grand Final birth, 
dare I even say it, perhaps even doing the ‘treble’. 
Only time will tell if my crystal ball is right! Good 
luck to all!

Fans will also be excited to welcome former 
Adelaide winger Greg Owens as well as one- 
time Socceroo Tony Vidmar into the fold. 
Owens should inject some much needed 
pace into the Mariners’ midfield, while 
the experience of Vidmar will be crucial 
to marshalling the likes of Paul O’Grady 
and Andrew Clark at the rear-end of the 
field. Youngster Nigel Boogaard, who has 
recently celebrated his 21st birthday, will 
no doubt be looking to Vidmar to provide 
some guidance. Despite only totaling one 
minute of competitive field time in his two 
seasons on the Central Coast, Boogaard will 
be expecting to play an increased role in his 
third season in the top flight. 


Having conceded three goals ina match on no 
less than five occasions last season, McKinna 
will be counting on first choice goalkeeper 
Danny Vukovic to continue to improve as 
he develops into a potential Socceroo. At a 
mere 22 years of age, Vukovic is the eldest 
of the Mariners’ three keepers, clocking in a 
few months ahead of Matthew Trott, while 
third-choice keeper Andrew Redmayne’s 
maturity belies his 18 years of age and an 
undeniable lack of experience. 


Central Coast experienced a mixed pre- 
season cup, topping their group following 
comprehensive wins over Wellington and 
Sydney, before losing their home semi- 
final 2-3 to Perth Glory. In their final 
competitive hit-out before traveling to 
Sydney for their season-proper opener, the 
Mariners outclassed Oceania minnows New 
Caledonia, romping to a 5-0 win to receive a 
valuable confident boost. 


Lawrie McKinna would no doubt have 
taken much pleasure in the pre-season form 
of Nik Mrdja and Adam Kwasnik, while 
the appearance of Petrovski’s name on the 
scoresheet so early in his Mariners’ career 
will please all supporters who call the 
Bluetongue Stadium home. 


Ultimately, although they may struggle 
against the quality of top-weights Melbourne 
and Sydney, the Mariners should be extremely 
competitive in A-League Version 3. One can 
certainly expect the Gosford-based club to 
be in finals contention come January.

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fter two years of a lot of 
promise but limited success, 
the Newcastle Jets embark on 
their most awaited campaign 
yet. 
Following last year’s rollercoaster ride of 
depressing lows and ecstatic highs, head 
coach Nick van Egmond remains in the 
driving seat after proving he was capable of 
matching with the best. 

This time last season the Jets 
were in a similar situation when the club 
announced it had secured the services 
of former Wollongong Wolves legend 
Nick Theodorakopoulos as head coach. 
Theodorakopouloshad previously engineered 
the Wolve’s championship winning season in 
the 200/01 after miraculously coming back 
from a 3-0 deficit and ultimately beating 
Perth Glory in a penalty shootout. 

After missing out on the Melbourne 
Victory job in season one, Theodorakopoulos 
jumped at the chance to coach the Jets after 
Richard Mooney’s departure, but his time at 
the club was definitely one to forget. Under 
Theodorakopoulos, the Jets went 13 games 
without a win (five in pre-season and seven 
in regular season) causing Theodorakopoulos 
to become the first A-League coach to be 
sacked. With club morale in tatters and 
crowd attendance critically low assistant 
Nick van Egmond took charge as caretaker 
coach made an inspiring impact. 

Although the club had to deal with a number 
of injuries and therefore lack of depth it 
had a decent squad and van Egmond’s Jets 
embarked on an awesome second half of the 
season. Players like Nick Carle, Colombian 
Milton Rodriguez and Ante Covic led the 
team to the Finals Series after embarrassing 
Melbourne Victory with a 4-0 win. The 
Jet’s revival brought back the crowds and

although they were eliminated by Adelaide 
they had earned the respect of the league and 
fans alike. 

The off-season has seen the 
departure of the club’s most valuable players 
with A-League player of the season, Nick 
Carle leaving for Turkey, Milton Rodriguez 
returning to Colombia and Vaughn Coveney 
joining Wellington. However the Jets retain 
van Egmond as coach and have brought 
in some notable reinforcements to fill the 
gaps. Much like his league counterparts, 
Van Egmond has looked to South America 
and returned with the likes of Brazilian star 
Mario Jardel as his marquee player. Jardel 
made a name for himself in Portugal in the 
late 90s and has resurfaced after a few years

in the shadows. Complementing Jardel, will 
be Argentinian Jorge Drovandi as a winger. 
Drovandijoins from Argentina’s first division 
side Rosario Central, which boasts names 
like Kily Gonzales on its playing roster. 
As Nick Carle’s replacement, the club has 
recruited Brazilian Denni Rocha, who has 
some big shoes to fill as the team’s primary 
playmaker. The club has also 
brought in some familiar faces such as Noel 
Spencer and Scott Turnbridge who returns 
from Scotland. 

Newcastle’s strength would definitely have 
to be its attacking capabilities. With the likes 
of Jardel, Drovandi along with homegrown 
talent like Mark Bridge and Turnbridge, the 
team is hardly short of quality strikers. 
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At the moment the team’s major 
weakness would have to be the mid-field 
void left by Nicky Carle. Although players 
like Spencer and Rocha have been marked 
as capable replacements and youngster 
Stuart Musiliak is ready to step up, Carle’s 
influence was van Egmond’s draweard and 
it will be interesting to see how the team 
adapts. 

A player to keep an eye on other 
than all the obvious standouts would have 
to be right winger Tarik Elrich.

Melbourne Victory FC | 
Defending the title 


THE CHAMPIONSHIP DEFENSE 


espite an unsettled preparation for 
the A-League season marred by 
poor form and squad infighting, 
Melbourne Victory —_— remains 
undoubted favourites to retain their domestic 
crown. 
Following a recruitment campaign that 
spanned the width of the globe, from Portugal 
to Costa Rica, and Switzerland to Holland, 
Ernie Merrick has compiled a talent-laden 
squad which is a vast improvement on the team 
which swept all before it last season, striking 
fear into the club’s rivals. 
Melbourne entered version 2 of the A-League 
as an unknown factor, keen to atone for a 
disastrous inaugural campaign which resulted 
in the Victory finishing last of all Australian 
teams in the competition. 
But despite a circumspect showing in the pre- 
season, Melbourne proved they were the A- 
League’s benchmark side within weeks of the 
season commencement. 
Smashing attendance records and playing with 
a samba-inspired attacking verve; Melbourne 
redefined the standards for excellence both on 


and off the field, becoming the first team to 
secure the A-League double. 

But, only six months after their record thumping 
of Adelaide, Melbourne’s squad is almost 
unrecognisable, bearing little resemblance to 
the team of last season following a spate of 
exits, including that of Fred, who was unable 
to resist a lucrative offer from Major League 
Soccer side DC United. 

The Brazilian’s departure drew cries from 
doomsayers around the nation who claimed 
Victory would struggle for goals without their 
creative genius, but following the signings of 
Carlos Hernandez and Kaz Patafta, those fears 
have been temporarily allayed. 

While Fred struggled to score throughout his 
time with Melbourne, Hernandez shouldhave no 
such trouble this season, providing Melbourne 
with an added attacking threat through his 
well-documented long range striking ability as 
well as his wide array of tricks and flicks which 
will be vital in unlocking defences. 

But the Costa Rican international will face 
stern opposition for a starting place from 
Patafta, whose pre-season performances have 


impressed pundits throughout the competition. 
The youngster’s guile, composure and 
inquisitive approach has led many to label the 
19-year old as ‘the next big thing’ in Australian 
football, but how he manages to cope with such 
pressure remains to be seen. 

However, since Adrian Leijer’s transfer to 
Fulham, it is not the arrivals Hernandez and 
Patafta which is looming as the Victory’s most 
important of the season, but that of former 
Olyroo captain Ljubo Milicevic. 

Milicevic’s experience further reinforces a 
defence which has leaked goals throughout 
the pre-season, while his versatility provides 
Merrick with an added option in midfield. 
And although the former FC Thun captain has 
made headlines for all the wrong reason in the 
last few months following a highly-publicised 
spat with Kevin Muscat and attack on former 
national coach Graham Arnold, Milicevic could 
prove to be the signing of the season, perhaps 
propelling the Victory to ultimate glory. 

And anything less than a triumph on both the 
domestic and continental fronts is likely to be 
deemed as a failure from a fan base which has 


developed a taste for success. 


But following the equally impressive 


recruitment campaigns embarked upon by 
rivals Adelaide, Sydney and Queensland, 
Melbourne will face a stern fight to maintain 
their stranglehold on the competition.

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SYDNEY SET FOR SAMBA PUSH 


fter the off-field dramas 

and on-field mediocrity of 

2006/07, fans of the team 

from the harbour city are 
looking forward to the coming campaign 
with rather more confidence. There’s a 
marquee man at last, a former Socceroo 
regular in defence, and a few interesting 
newcomers elsewhere. 

On the minus side, the squad still 
looks short of bite up front, and vulnerable 
in the wide areas. 

The acquisition of Juninho constitutes 
quite a coup for the club. He made his 
first appearance for Branko Culina’s side 
in a trial game against Penrith Nepean 
United this Friday, and showed flashes of 
his undoubted class beneath the rustiness. 
Should he get into his old groove, he will 
be a real crowd-puller. 

Perhaps the main concern over Juninho’s 
arrival is that he is almost certain to push 
Steve Corica out of the playmaker role 
which has been his for the last year. Friday 
night’s game saw Corica pushed over to the 
left of midfield (as he often was by Pierre 
Littbarski, incidentally), and he found it 
hard to get into the game. 

In central midfield, indeed, Sydney FC 
have plenty of strength in depth, with Ufuk 
Talay still there to do the distributing and 
Terry McFlynn the enforcing if necessary. 
Michael Enfield, a triallist from the U.S. 
who impressed Branko Culina enough to 
earn a contract for the 2007/08 season, is 
another useful (if somewhat lightweight) 
option in the centre. 

In defence, Sydney FC now possess two

distinguished Sydney United old boys 
in Mark Rudan and Tony Popovic: both 
excellent in the air and positionally astute, 
but short of pace. Most Sydney FC fans are 
of the view that it would make sense to play 
Mark Milligan as a sweeper in between 
these two, ensuring that quick opposition 
attackers would not be able to frolic as they 
might wish. 

Up front, the news is not so encouraging. 
Even David Zdrilic’s staunchest defenders 
would admit that he has not been all that 
dependable in front of goal, and the new 
strikers signed for the 2007/08 season 
hardly set the pulse racing; Ben Vidaic, 
another Sydney United recruit, has done 
quite well in the state league but is untried 
at this level, and Brendan Santalab has 
looked ordinary in the lead-up games. 

The most likely scenario, in my view, is that 
Alex Brosque will end up partnering Zdrilic 
in the forward line; this pairing, however, 
has its problems, as we all saw last season. 
This leaves the wide areas. David Carney, 
of course, has headed over to England, and 
despite the hand-wringing that accompanied 
his departure in some quarters, he may well 
be replaceable. His form last season dipped 
markedly; an unknown quantity in the A- 
League’s first season, Carney’s tricks had 
become somewhat predictable in 2006/07 
— and opposition defenders had, by and 
large, worked him out. 

In his place comes Adam Biddle, a youth 
product of the state league champions 
Blacktown City. Biddle could surprise this 
season; although still raw, he has excellent 
pace, sound skills and (reportedly) a good

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temperament. One to watch out for. 

Biddle is mainly a right-sided player — as 
are Robbie Middleby, Ruben Zadkovich 
and Adam Casey. So who takes the left- 
back (or left wing-back) role? The choice 
may well fall on another youngster, Nick 
Tsattalios, who produced some useful 
efforts in Sydney FC’s series of Asian 
Champions League practice matches. 

In spite of Sydney FC’s poor showing in the 
pre-season tournament, Branko Culina has 
remained sanguine about his club’s chances 
in the competition proper. “The whole thing 
about the pre-season for us was we’ll slowly 
build up, and the most important thing is to 


be ready for the 24th of August against the 
Central Coast,” he commented recently. 
Ready or not, Sydney FC should be worth 
the price of admission this season.

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ptimism is the feeling at Perth 
Glory after a promising winter. 
Glory overcame injury and travel 
hurdles to finish runner-up in the 
pre-season competition with some quality 
performances on the way to the final. 
The Perth side has improved its squad by adding 
a host of new players, and as a result expectations 
are high for players and fans alike. 
2006-2007 is a season that Perth would like 
to forget. Under the ownership of the Football 
Federation of Australia, new coach Ron Smith 
failed to achieve the desired results. Glory finished 
a disappointing seventh, just one point ahead of 
last placed New Zealand and nine points outside 
of a finals spot. The club finished with a record 
of five wins, five draws and eleven losses after 
failing to record a victory in its last seven games 
and winning just two of its last fourteen. 


The poor results forced Smith into action. The 
Glory released several players including imports 
Jeremy Christie, Adrian Webster and Stuart 
Young, former Socceroo Mark Robertson and 
South Australian striker Mimi Saric. Perth also 
made the surprising decision to cut ties with 
promising youngsters Josip Magdic and Luka 
Glavas, while losing Ante Kovacevic and former 
Johnny Warren Medalist Bobby Despotovski to 
retirement. 


The Sandgropers have been aggressive in their 
recruitment drive under the new ownership of a 
consortium led by local businessman Tony Sage. 
Major signings include former Sydney FC full- 
back Nikolai Topor-Stanley, Croatian striker 
Mate Dragicevic, defender Hayden Foxe who has 
represented Australia fifteen times, and former 
Liverpool and MK Dons winger Nick Rizzo.

signing goalkeeper Tando Velaphi and Nikita 
Rukavytsya from local side Perth SC, with both 
expected to play key roles. Other signings include 
Dino Djublic and Billy Celeski from the Victorian 
State League, Jimmy Downey from the Australian 
Institute of Sport, former Crystal Palace player 
Anthony Danze and young midfielder Mitchell 
Prentice. 


Perth’s clear strength appears to be its central 
defence. Although injury prone, David Tarka 
established himself as one of the leagues best 
defenders last season. He should combine well 
with Foxe, but that partnership will be put on hold 
after Foxe suffered an injury that will rule him 
out for at least two months. Glory is strong on the 
wings with Leo Bertos on the right and Rizzo on 
the left. Stan Lazaridis is likely to feature at some 
stage, depending on the outcome of his ongoing 
drug saga after testing positive to a banned 
substance. The club’s major weaknesses appear 
to be right full-back and central midfield. Smith 
may still have to rely on natural winger Jamie 
Coyne to fill the full-back role, while new captain 
Simon Colosimo appears to lack a quality partner 
in the middle of the park. 


This year is crucial for the once mighty club that 
now suffers from dwindling support and media 
attention. Anything less than a finals appearance 
will be a disappointment. That goal is definitely 
achievable for Glory, which has a good chance 
of being a force in the A-League this year. A 
Championship still seems out of reach, but 2007- 
2008 should be a much improved season for Perth 
Glory.

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Wellington Phoenix FC 
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PHOENIX PREPARE TO SOAR 


ellington Phoenix is the 

latest club to join the A- 

League and after a busy 

off-season of putting the 
club administration together, shopping 
for players and promotional activities, the 
team is ready for competition. 

One would assume that the 
Wellington Phoenix project is the last roll 
of the dice for the Australia - New Zealand 
alignment in soccer. In the old National Soccer 
League (NSL) the Football Kingz represented 
New Zealand but since their inception into the 
league their records got worse. The club never 
finished past 8th and in their final season the 
Kingz attracted an average of 1,500 spectators 
to their home games. 

With the creation of Australia’s 
new shiny competition, the Hyundai A- 
League, the Kingz were granted a spot in the 
inaugural season and renamed the club as the 
New Zealand Knights. The success of the 
league did not extend to the Knights and the 
club finished bottom two years in a row. After 
legendary New Zealand coach John Adshead’s 
tactic of recruiting players from the English 
lower leagues didn’t work he opted to resign 
and Paul Nevin tried to clean up the mess 
in season two. The club’s downward slide 
continued under Nevin and kept amassing 
negative records including longest losing 
streak (11 games), biggest home defeat (0-5 
Queensland Roar Sept 15, 06), smallest crowd 
(1,632 v CC Mariners Sept 28, 06) and a 
winning streak of one. In the end the Football 
Federation Australia (FFA) took control of 
the club and kept it going for the remainder 
of the season. Without any major sponsors, 
FFA backing, no coach and player revolts, the 
Knights ceased to be part of A-League. 

After all this, it is fitting that the 
newest member of the A-League and latest 
New Zealand representative be named 
after the Phoenix. As the mythical bird rose 
from the ashes so has the Wellington based

club under the control of new owner Terry 
Serepisos, who put $1m of his own cash to 
get the club started. As the newboys of the 
comp, Wellington has been busy organizing 
itself on and off the field and Serepisos has 
brought in some recognizable faces to help 
with the building process. Former Football 
Federation Victoria (FFV) CEO Tony Pignata 
was appointed to lead the business and former 


Knights caretaker coach Ricky Herbert got the 
job of assembling a winning team. Pignata’s 
influence has been apparent from the outset 
and the club has managed to recruit some 
exciting players. 

Currently Wellington’s playing 
roster resembles a team mercenaries brought 
in to get the job done at all costs. No mucking 
around, no fancy stuff just results. The idea 
of recruiting burnt out English players has 
been substituted for a mixture of seasoned 
warhorses, promising youngsters, ex-patriots 


and of course a couple of Brazilians. Former 
Adelaide veteran Ross Aloisi will be the rock 
in the mid-field with the help of experienced 
journeyman Vaughn Coveney providing 
aerial support up-front. Former Victory boys 
Michael Ferrante and Vince Lia also join the 
likes of Steven O’dor and Karl Dodd creating 
an unlikely fusion that just might work. 


Strengths 

The team’s most notable strength is its fusion 
of experience and international players. This 
is complemented with the fact that most of 
its players have something to prove either to 
the clubs that shunned them or to prospective 
scouts scouring the A-League. For captain 
Ross Aloisi this is perhaps his last hurrah 
in the big league and one can expect some 
bottled up resentment towards Adelaide, 
which let him go, and to Melbourne, which 
embarrassed him in the Grand Final. Coveney 


would be hoping to lift his country’s reputation 
with some decent showings, while Vince Lia 
and Michael Ferrante might want to show that 
they are still good enough for A-League after 
being released by Victory. It is safe to say that 
Wellington has the eye of the tiger and will 
be chasing those points much harder than its 
predecessors. 


Weaknesses 

Its strength may also be its weakness. 
Assembling a completely new team with 
different playing styles, different personalities 
and different agendas will be a mammoth task 
for coach Ricky Herbert. Getting the team to 
gel is difficult in all clubs but Herbert seems 
to have it under control, especially if you 
consider the Phoenix’s performance in the pre- 
season cup. Against Melbourne, the Phoenix 
showed it had character and upstaged Victory 
at Olympic Park. Maintaining this form will 
be its major goal and anything else will be a 
bonus. 


PLAYERS TO WATCH 

Daniel Lins Cortes 

Known as simply Daniel, he was the first 
Brazilian signed by Herbert and going by 
his pre-season form he looks promising for 
the new squad. Being from Brazil doesn’t 
guarantee you success as many A-League 
teams have found out but at 28 Daniel is still 
in his prime and has demonstrated a fine touch 
for a defensive mid-fielder. He might just be 
Wellington’s version Fred. 


Greg Draper 

Draper is the youngest player (18) in the 
team and has been earmarked as one of New 
Zealand’s brightest prospects. This young 
striker can carve out a spot for himself 
provided he can impress when called upon.

The Saints are now not even a mathematical 
possibility to finish in the top two, thanks to 
a goal early in the first half to Westgate’s Ilce 
Mladenovski. They then defended admirably 
to repel an increasingly worried St Albans for 
the remainder of the match to secure the three 
points,which have movedWestgate 
out of the running to be relegated. 

In a match postponed from earlier in 
the season, Coburg United play Dandenong 
in a ‘home’ game at SS Anderson Reserve. If 
Coburg can, as expected, win at the neutral 
venue, they will only need to take one point 
from their remaining two games to wrap up a 


spot in the top two. 

To kick off the penultimate round, 
the top two sides of Frankston and Coburg 
will clash at Monterey Reserve on Saturday, 
in what promises to be a fantastic contest, 
which the Pines incidentally won by a single 
goal the last time these sides met. Bentleigh, 
in the meantime, needs to win their match 
against St Albans at Kingston Heath Soccer 
Complex if they are to mount any kind of 
challenge to the current top two, or else they 
can effectively give up on the Foxtel Cup for 
next season.

Round 20 of the Women’s Premier 
League saw the confirmation of the 
top five, with Sandringham effectively 
securing the final place with its victory.

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The kick-off of the 2007/08 Serie A 
season marks the next rehabilitative 
step for Italian football as it continues 
to rebuild its sullied reputation in the 
wake of the scandals that have plagued 
it over the past two years. 

Free from point deductions and 
bolstered by the returning presence of 
Juventus, the league has a feeling of vitality 
that had been lost during the tribulations 
of past years. 

Inter Milan will be in search 
of an indisputable league title, having 
been awarded the 2005/06 Scudetto 
retrospectively, and won a hollow feeling 
2006/07 competition that featured a 
severely handicapped AC Milan and was 
minus perennial giants Juventus. 

With Parma and Lazio devoid 
of the powers they once possessed, the 
Serie A, perhaps, lacks the depth it once 
had. Inter Milan, AC Milan, AS Roma and 
Juventus are the teams that can harbour 
realistic title ambitions, with Fiorentina’s 
ambitions having all but dissolved with 
star striker Luca Toni’s exodus to Bayern 
Munich. 

Inter Milan’s transfer market 
activity states they are of the belief that 
their squad already possesses the quality 
to win the title once more, applying only 
minor refinement through the inclusions 
of Christian Chivu (AS Roma) and David 
Suazo (Cagliari). 

Inter’s Milanese rival, AC Milan, 
were also relatively subdued in the 
transfer market, only bringing in Emerson 
(Real Madrid) and highly-rated youngster, 
Alexandre Pato (Internacional). They will 
also have access to Ronaldo and Massimo 
Oddo from the outset, rather than the 
midway point as was the case last season.

Juan (Bayer Leverkusen), Cicinho (Real 
Madrid) and Mauro Esposito (Cagliari) all 
arrived at AS Roma, as they seek to close 
the gap on Inter Milan. Much of their 
season’s success will depend on whether 
Francesco Totti can match his goal-scoring 
feats of last campaign. 

Regaining their self-considered 
rightful place in Serie A, Juventus were 
necessarily more active in the transfer 
market. Vincenzo JIaquinta (Udinese), 
Tiago (Lyon), Jorge Andrade (Deportivo), 
and Zdenk Grygera (Ajax) becoming 
the most notable inclusions for the Turin 
club. 

With a healthy aura to the on- 
field aspect of the competition, the most 
pressing concern for league officials will 
be preventing crowd violence, with the 
return of Genoa and Napoli rekindling 
rivalries that had been placed on hiatus 
by divisional status. The decision to ban 
AC Milan supporters from their opening 
encounter with Genoa, for fear of crowd 
violence, displays an institutional intent not 
to allow a repeat of last season’s violence 
that ended in a death of a policeman and 
subsequent stadium restrictions. 

With all teams beginning level, 
following last year’s points sanctions for 
match-fixing against AC Milan, Fiorentina, 
Lazio and Reginna, coupled with the 
return from Serie B of giants Juventus, the 
heavily supported Napoli and historically 
rich Genoa, the Serie A is poised to shed 
its contemporary standing as a league 
riddled with crises and regain its stature 
as the great league it once was. Though, 
recapturing its erstwhile reputation will not 
be a fait accompli; the league must remain 
vigilant and scandal-free for sometime 
before its standing at the top of European 
football can once again be confirmed.
